Aimers 
called the monarchy a distinctly Canadian institution which is 
a force for. national identity and nationalism, and protects the 
civil liberties of Canadians in that the final authority rests with 
an institution rather than politicians . . . 



"Communications; The New 
Sex Symbol," was the billing but 
not the essence of the speech that 
Laurier Lapierre gave to the St. 
James Literary Society last night. 

McGill's history professor, and 
co-host of the CBC's defunct TV 
show, 'This Hour Has Seven 
Days," spoke instead on the lost 
art of living in our technological 
society. 

He termed communications 
"incomprehensible" among other 
things, attacking especially the 
mass media for its role in pacifying 
people by using them as "recep- 
tacles for discharge" rather than 
"stimulants for participation." 

"Television is irrelevant, imma- 
terial, and stupid," said Lapierre. 
"Commercials are conditioning 
agents, which present well- 
packaged items that people buy." 

He suggested that people think 
that they know what they are 
doing when they vote, or buy 
things, "but this is not so, because 
if it were there would be no ads 
on TV." 

"He who controls information 
controls the world," Lapierre said, 
"because he controls the minds of 
men." He accused the media of 
this, asking "how can it be, that 
when Lloyd Robertson gets on at 
11:00 and gives 15-18 minutes 
worth of news, that that's all the 
news?" 

"People," he said, "don't want 
to participate in the world. We are 
all prisoners of the environment 



we create, the instruments and in- 
stitutions we have. The purpose 
of communications systems is to 
expand the range of human 
possibilities,- not to limit them. We 
must rather create a momentum 
of life in which people are active 
participants." 

"if communications systems 
limit people, it may not be the fault 
of technology, or the Americans, 
or the CRTC, but a residue in each 
and every one of us, that nothing 
is there. But we could end it easily, , 
because if all the televisions in the 
country were "turned off for an 
hour, we would get something 
new," the professor said. 

As an alternative, Lapierre' 
offered a creation of his own, a 
show called "Earthrise",' which 
nobody wants to put on TV 
because it's not "absurd, morbid, 
dramatic, or tragic, but rather 
something dealing with man 
attempting to live." 

"But TV is being liberated, 
slowly. ABC recently had a show 
on homosexuality, and Dick 
Cavett talked about venereal dis- 
ease, and Archie Bunker is saying 
things that no one could have said 
two years ago. The day will come 
when Earthrise will bo put on." 

Lapierre demonstrated an 
examplo of this change, when 
recalled that he was the first man 
to use a four-letter word on tele- 
vision. He had to get the permis- 
sion of the president of CBC, 
though. 



DayCare: 
children at 

McGill

It seems that there is ono thing 
that the Administration of McGill 
University knows how to do well, 
and that is keep up the appear- 
ance of doing things well. Part of 
its continuing offorts in this field, 
is tho "McGill Community Family 



Contro", tho Administration's 
answer to tho pressing nood for 
day care on campus. 

According to tho October 18 
edilion of tho McGill Reporter, tho 
slick newspaper of the Administ- 
ration, there was nothing tho 
Administration wanted more than 
to oblige: "For several years thoro 



has been a growing Interest from 
all levels of the McGill Community 
to establish some form of 'day- 
care' center' ... on the campus." 
(Italics added). Yet while many 
universities across North America 
have had day care since the late 
sixties, McGill has remained, up 
to this writing, without even the 
most rudimontary form of baby- 
sitting service (or its students, pro- 
fessors and staff. That, at a time 
when feminism has become fash- 
ionable in academic and profes- 
sional circles, appears to be a 
major slip-up In McGill's efforts to 
soem "progressive". 

The interest, contrary to tho. 
Reporter's story, sooms to havo 
boon all on ono side. 

Tho "Parents and Children's 
Committee for McGill Day Care", 
a group formed at the beginning 
of 1972 to pressure tho Administ- 



ration into establishing a day care 
centre on campus, can attest to 
this. Their struggle to get tho 
Administration to listen and then 
act, has been a long one; but for 
many now, there is only a feeling 
of bittorness, of having been 
cheated. As one woman with two 
young childron put it, "It's dis- 
graceful that they could think up 
such an inadequate scheme. It's 
oven worso than nothing. I don't 
know why they did anything at all." 

In September 1971 a group of 
five or six faculty and graduate 
students got together to work on 
the project. The Administration 
approved the idea in principle but 
consistently vetoed all their con- 
crete proposals. Prior to that, in 
1 970, the Women's Coalition triod 
unsuccessfully to get a day caro 
contro started. It met with tho 
same argument every other group 



had met with: lack of space. 
However, this time, the Administ- 
ration compromised by fencing off 
an area on the lower campus and 
designating it, "For Mothers and 
Babies Only." 

While the "park" was a step for- 
ward from having tho children 
running out onto the street, during 
play, even there, the Administra- 
tion showed its unwillingness to 
cooperate. 

With some money left over from 
a Local Initiatives grant for an off- 
campus day care centre, the 
Milton-Park Area Indoor Park, 
somo parents proposed to put in 
some play oquipment: a slide, 
monkey bars, and a sandbox. 
They decided that swings pro- 
sonted a possibility of accidents. 
Thoy offered to pay for everything 
and do all tho work of installing 
continued on page 4

A 
case in point is that of the cus- 
tomer who purchased $25 worth 
j from one boutique, lost 
ases, returned to the 
store, and was given free replace- 
ments. Brian maintains that this 
type of thing typifies the ambience 
at Labyrinth. 

Furthermore, Brian states that 
on the average, tho prices at 
Labyrinth are cheaper than those 
of other stores. Nico attributes this 
to the fact that there is minimal 
overhead, and tho owners, in their 
desiro to succeed, are willing to 
settle for reduced profits. An 
example of this is tho Morroccan 



Boutique, which sells Afghan, and 
other fashionable coats, at fantas- 
tic prices. The owner attributes 
this to the fact that as his sales 
of coats last year was so success- 
ful, he now gets first choice, and 
best prices, from the Importers. 

Brian is always quick to point 
out the various groups' and 
nationalities which make up his 
mall. There Is a group of Indians 
running a successful boutique, 
and I am told that there Is a likely 
possibility that an expatriated 
Ugandan Asian is considering 
setting up shop there. Further- 
more, for all you budding Capital- 
ists out there, there are several 
locations still available at dirt 
choap rentals, provided you con- 
vince Nice that the product you 
intend to market is compatible 
with the existing ones. 

Another attraction Is tho oasy 
going atmosphere to be found 
there. You can go down and 
browse for hours, with no hassles 
from any over-anxious clerks. 
Furthermore, you can watch 
leather workors produce thoir 
wares, and evon order some 
custom-made accessories, and 
watch the jeweler mako your ring 
or bracelet. Further, mere Is a 
bulletin board which is available 
to members of the community froo 
of charge. 

A visit to Labyrinth is a vory 
worthwhile oxporionco, as there 
are a lot of fascinating things to 
see, and once you'vo gone down, 
you'll be back.

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it themselves, but the Administra- 
tion refused on the grounds that 
their insurance didn't covor that 
kind of thing. The parents then 
offered to accept all responsiblity 
for any accident that might possi- 
bly occur, but again the university 
refused, insisting that it couldn't 
be done. A while later, however, 
the day before the week-long 
Learned Societies Convention 
was held at McGill, as if by magic, 
a slide, a swing set and two sand- 
boxes appeared In the play area. 
There can be no doubt that this 
gesture was solely to accomodate 
(and impress ) the children of the 
delegates, and to present a false 
image of McGill, for the Monday 
after the conference, the equip- 
ment had disappeared. Appar- 
ently, there were ways to get 
around that tricky insurance 
clause. - . 

The "Parents and Children's 
Committee for McGill Day Care" 
was all the more determined to 
succeed In the face of such. petti- 
ness and intransigence. In M arch, 
they held open meetings to bring 
the question out into the open. 
They had proposed that the base- 
ment of Redpath Hall be con- 
verted into a temporary day care 
centre, until a permanent location 
could be found, and the Senate 
Space Allocation Committee had 
given its unofficial approval to the 
plan. Then suddenly, a week later, 
it changed its mind. It stated that 
there would be no day care centre 
1 etoro September, at least, as it 
ad to "assess the need for such 
a place." It gave two specific 
reasons for rejecting the base- 



ment of Redpath Hall as a possi- 
ble site; 1 -There were oxposed 
heating pipes along the ceiling in 
certain areas of the hall. 2-The 
centre might Interfere with the 
concerts held in the hall. The par- 
ents offered to cover the exposed 
pipes with insulating material, and 
pointed out that most of the con- 
certs are held at night, on a differ- 
ent floor. The Administration 
refused to reconsider. 

With this attitude on the part of 
the university, it came as a sur- 
prise to many when Vice-Principal 
(Professional Affairs) Stanley 
Frost suddenly announced that 
McGill was willing to give the par- 
ents space in the Spanish Depart- 
ment Building at 3491 Peel, which 
was to be vacated on completion 
of the Bronfman Building on Sher- 
brooke Street. 

The offer was not without its 
drawbacks however. While the 
space was donated rent-free, the 
committee was now faced with the 
problem of how to meet the other 
expenses. Fees would cover only 
a part of the costs, which included 
renovation and equipment 
money, as well as a 52,500 a year 
heating bill, and the hiring of at 
least one or two qualified people. 

Some of the members of the 
committee lost Interest or hope, 
and left, in the months of haggling 
over money and other details that 
ensued. The university unofficially 
"promised" them S8.000, then 
changed its mind. It also refused 
to contribute the salaries for the 
personnel that would be needed. 
Final agreement was reached 
only In August of this year, and 
the only ones that appear to be 
pleased are the Administration. 
The opening date of the centre 
has been postponed to January 
22nd, because of delays In com- 
pletion of the Bronfman Centre, 




but already, those who not only 
have done no work In it, but who 
have opposed the project since 
the beginning are lavishing them- 
selves with praise. •• 

If we are to beliove the Repor- 
ter's account of what the new 
centre will be like, our children are 
about to experience something 
very wonderful indeed. The disil- 
lusioned parents do not agree, 
however. 

Sociology professor Marleno 
Dixon, a member of the commit- 
tee, said last March: "We have 
two alternatives. We can settle for 
limited day care for twenty or 40 
arbitrarily chosen kids, or we can 
ask the Administration for com- 
prehensive service on the part ol 
the entire community." 

Since the facilities are sufficient 
toaccommodateonlysixty children 
at a maximum, however, there is 
little hope that this Idea of "com- 
prehensive service" will be 
realized for the 170 people on 
campus who have expressed 
nterest In a day care centre. And 
lhat is without even considering 
the question of whether an institu- 
tion such as McGill must serve the 
larger community through day 
care. 

Many of the parents believe that 
it will not meet any of the needs 
of those for whom it was originally 
destined. One woman pointed out 
that it was just another "exclusive 
nursery school", when the real 
need on campus, and for that mat- 
ter, everywhere, is for a flexible 
day care system available to 
everyone. 

A cafeteria worker whose hus- 
band is a Ph.D. student criticized 
the supposedly undiscriminatory 
fee system, and pointed put that 
S8 a week for under-53,000 
salaries was no "token" fee, as 
the Reporter put* it, especially 
when more than one child Is 
involved. She pointed out that the 
scheme was the most discriminat- 
ory to the group on campus that 
was most In need of it: students 
with children. Not only are they 
the least able to afford the fee, 
but they most often have very 
young children, and the centre will 
not take children under the age 
of two. 

There is also the problem of 
flexibility of hours. Most staff and 
students at McGill don't want the 
9-to-5 hours of the day care 
centre, and there is some ques- 
tion at this point as to whether split 
hours will be possible. 

Pauline Vaillancourt, a profos- 
sor of political science, has tried 
to work things out on her own.- 
Together with some graduate stu- 
dents, she has converted her 
office on the eighth floor of the 
Stephen Leacock Building into an 
impromptu day care centre for 
three or four children, and they 
havo pooled their resources to 
hire a babysitter. The situation Is 
ideal because the parents have 
the chance to drop in on their chil- 
dren during the day, something 
that would be impossible to do at 
the university's highly organized 
centre. The result is loss of a 
dehumanizing and regimented 
experience for the children, as well 
as for the parents. 

Profossor Vaillancourt's ideas 
differ radically from those of 
Charles Pascal who seems to be 
in charge of McGill's centre. She 
would like to see a decentralized 
day care system at McGill, that 
would involve small centres all 
over the campus, in the univer- 
sity'.-:- rrm •• ■ " oH rooms. 





Considering that the Planning 
Committee was debating whether 
to rent out McGill's unused rooms 
to other CEGEPs, there can be 
no shortage of space for this plan, 
as the university claims. And 
given the 30-to-40% reduction ol 
students that is expected with the 
phasing out of McGill's CEGEP 
programme, the numbor of empty 
rooms will increase rather than 
decrease. 

She points to day care In social- 
ist countriessuch as China, where 
day care centres are small, man- 
aged by tho parents, and very 
often on location, at the factory 
or commune. She objects to Pas- 
cal's idea of "9-to-5 daycare", in 
which parents will be freo to tako 
care of their children on evenings 
and weekends, as though chil- 
dren were like library books to bo 
taken out and enjoyed during 
spare time. 

In a society such as ours that 
cares little for people and a lot for 
profit, the possibility that one's 
children might Interfere with one's 
efficiency at work is reason 
enough to segregate children and 
parents for most of tho day. 

Her ideas have been met by tho 
Administration with indifference or 
hostility, although some of the 
professors whose offices aro on 
the eighth floor of tho Loacock 
Building, among them Philip 
Ehronsalt and Emmanuel Wal- 
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lerstein, have oxpressod their 
pleasure at the children being 
there, and feel that it does not 
interfere with their ability to work 
in the least. Unfortunately there 
have been complaints, by the 
Islamic Studies office, and others, 
and at present, she is being pres- 
sured by the Chairman of the 
Department of Political Scienco to 
disband the small centre. 

Professor Vaillancourt, on the 
other hand, is skeptical about tho 
validity of the complaints, con- 
sidering that the administrative 
assistant in the Sociology office' 
brings a very large dog to tho 
office with her, every day. 

If the university feels that 
women have as much right as 
men to work in it, then it should 
quit giving the opposite impres- 
sion. By making it so difficult for 
women to find a convenient place 
for their children to stay while they 
are on the job, McGill appears to 
be saying that women should 
really be in their homes. 

This scheme they aro self- 
rightcously passing off for 
adcquato day care should bo 
enough evidence for anybody that 
the Administration in reality cares 
little for either tho mon or women 
who work under it, but scorns to 
bo most concorncd with saving 
face, and koeping up with McGill's 
now liberal imago.
